LONDON, June 12 (AP) — 
Britain gave conditional ap- 
provaltoday to the idea of open- 
ing pe to aerial inspection 
as part of a “first stage” dis- 
armament agreement between 
the Soviet Union and the West. 

It stipulated that continental 
nations involved must first give 
their consent to the scheme. 

The British position was out- 
lined by a Foreign Office 
spokesman in response to ques- 
tions about yesterday's state- 
ment by United States Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles that 
European nations themselves 
must decide whether they wish 
to be.included in any aerial in- 
spection zone that might form 
part of a limited disarmament 
agreement. 

The United States is believed 
to have proposed that the “open 
skies” project should begin 
around the Arctic icecap where 
territories of the main European 
powers are not involved. The

Obviously, any such 
proposal requires careful study. 

“It is also obvious that a pro- 
posal which affects the terri- 
tory and sovereignty of a num- 
ber of countries requires their 
consent.” 

U.S. Position Bolstered. 

The effect of the British 
statement is to reinforce the 
American position. It also per- 
mits a country such as West 
Germany to stay out of any 
European inspection zone pend- 
ing a prior settlement of other 
political questions, such as re- 
unification of East and West 
Germany. 

The United States plan has 
not yet been presented to the 
United Nations disarmament 
subcommittee in London. The 
subcommittee is in adjourn- 
ment until Friday or next Mon-

A severe storm which in- 
cluded some tornado activity

Almost all of St. Louis and 
St. Louis county and parts of 
the East Side were affected by 
the storm, which struck shortly 
after 1 a.m. following a tornado 
warning issued by the Weather 
Bureau. 

Trees were felled, windows 
smashed and roofs damaged by 
the strong wind, which reached 
an estimated 70 to 80 miles an 
hour in gusts and had a sus- 
tained velocity of 51 miles an 
hour for two five-minute pe- 
riods.

Date Point at Issue. 


The completion date for Ox- 
bow is one of the points at issue 
in the subcommittee inquiry.

Original sched- 
ules called for the first of the 
company’s planned three low 
dams, Brownlee, to be finished 
by that time, but company 
statements had indicated the 
target date for Oxbow was 
August 1961.

Roach said the actual deci- 
sion to complete the Oxbow 
dam by the end of next year 
was made within a few days of 
the April 1 Supreme Court de- 
cisjon clearing away possible 
legal obstacles. Before this 
time, said Roach, there was no 
firm completion date. The plan 
had been, he said, to co-ordi- 
nate the job with Brownlee and 
to make the best use of equip- 
ment and manpower. Under 
this procedure, Roach said, Ox- 
bow would have been in service 
in late 1959 or early 1960. 


Comfort for Company. 
After the Supreme Court de- 
cision, Roaeh continued, com- 
pany executives changed their 
minds. While construction of 
Oxbow already was under way, 
he said, the court decision “as- 
sured us that the money we 
put in the project would be 
safely invested, which comfort 
we did not have before.” 
Roach denied the company’s

Why Japan Won Out 

The case of S. Girard, the American 
soldier whom Japan seeks to try for the fatal 
shooting of a Japanese woman, has become both 
a political and a legal issue. The legal phase is 
a matter for court But it is important 
for Americans to understand, despite the storm 
of emotion now blowing, why eur Government 
decided to permit Japan to try Girard. 

Much has been made of the fact that Girard 
was “on duty,” guarding equipment on a firing 
range, when he fired an empty cartridge casing 
in his grenade launcher and hit the woman. 
But the crux of the case is whether his act was 
done “in performance of official duty.” The 
agreement between Japan and the United States 
provides for Japanese trial except when the al- 
leged offense arises “out of an act or omission 
done in the performance of official duty.” 

Girard could véry possibly have been “on 
duty” and yet not authorized to fire a weapon 
at a person in carrying out this duty. And this 
is just what Secretaries Dulles and Wilson, with 
the backing of President Eisenhower, held when 
they decided to turn Girard over to Japan for 
trial. Girard’s action. in firing the shell cases 
was outside the scope of his guard duty, they 
said, and was therefore not “done in the per- 
formance of official duty.” 

Much of the confusion about the case may 
arise from the fact that this Dulles-Wilson judg- 
ment constituted a reversal of an earlier judg- 
ment by the Army. Girard’s commanding officer 
at the start contended that the soldier did come 
under the exemption from Japanese jurisdiction, 
Japan disagreed. Then, in accordance with pro- 
cedure set up by the Status of Forces agreement, 
the question was submitted to the United States- 
Japanese Joint Committee. 

Here the American representative for many 
weeks argued against Japanese jurisdiction. But 
as the Japanese continued to insist on the con- 
trary, our representative was finally directed to 
waive jurisdiction. This decision, on review by 
Secretaries Wilson and Dulles, was upheld. 

Why did the American position change in the 
course of negotiations’? The answer would seem 
to be that, as a practical matter, the United 
States is under pressure to waive jurisdiction 
whenever Japan attaches great importance to 
this being done. The Status of Forces agree- 
ment requires us to give “sympathetic consider- 
ation” to any Japenese request of this nature. 
Furthermore, Japan is a ‘sovereign nation, with 
primary jurisdiction over all acts done on its 
soil. Although the Status of Forces agreement 
sets up procedure by which this jurisdiction can 
be waived in certain cases, the United States as 
a guest on Japanese soil is not in a position to 
insist on the waiver as a matter of right. If we 
did insist, we would face trouble in many lands 
where we have troops by agreement rather than 
by the sheer force of our power. 

In any event, once the American delegate on 
the joint committee consented to waive jurisdic- 
tion it would have been impossible for the 
United States to overrule this decision without 
repudiating the Status of Forces agreement. 
Secretaries Dulles and Wilson were compelled 
to uphold the waiver, as they said, “in order to 
preserve the integrity of the pledges of the 
United States.” 

If the waiver was a mistake, nevertheless the 
United States is stuck with it. In the long run, 
however, we shall undoubtedly find that the de 
cision was very far from a mistake. Proving to 
our allies that we respect their basic sovereignty 
is eminently worth doing.

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How the Young Saint Looked 

A very good wish is hereby dispatched to ac- 
company the work of the new St. Louis county 
Historic Buildings Commission. In the St. 
Louises, county atid.city, far too much of our 
visual legacy from the past has been lost, and 
too little use is made of the part that remains. 
It will be the purpose of the commission headed 
by Charles van Ravenswaay, director of the Mis- 
souri Historical Society, to repair some of this 
unhistoric state of affairs. 

The commission will track down old legends 
to their lairs, ferret out historically important 
old buildings that have somehow slipped into 
limbo, and restore and preserve historic sites 
and structures, Among the first places to be 
marked ig the farm home of Missouri's second 
governor, Frederick Bates, on Olive Street road 
near Bellefontaine, where his excellency obdu- 
rately remained despite appeals from leaders of 
young St. Louis to come out and greet Gen. 
Lafayette, here from New Orleans onthe steam- 
boat Natchez. 

How richly evocative are even such small de- 
tails from our storied past! That past will in fu- 
ture years be better evoked for more people in 
actual shapes and scenes from it, through the 
labors of the Historie Buildings Commission. 
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Unrest Grows in Cuba 
The gravity of the growing threat to Presi- 
dent Fulgencio Batista’s military dictatorship 


over Cuba is fully revealed by dispatches from 


the island. Santiago de Cuba, second in size 
and importance to Havana, and its province of 
Oriente, are practically in open revolt. That is 
an ominous sign for the dictator because this 
region, the most populous and the most fertile 
of the island, is traditionally the home of the 
struggle for freedom. 

Two things work heavily in favor of Batista. 
He enjoys the strong support of his army and 
the times are very prosperous. But against him 
there are the passive resistance movement in 
which influential citizens predominate, the cam- 
paign of violence in which university students 
are active and the guerrilla warfare conducted 
in the mountain regions by Fidel Castro, the 
rebel chief.

Expediency and Court Reform 

Gov. Stratton’s proposed “compromise” on 
Illinois court reform involves a desertion of the 
cause of reform on the most important issue. 

The voters of Illinois are entitled to assurance 
at this session of the Legislature that they will 
get a chance to express their opinion on chang- 
ing the method of selecting judges. Gov. Strat- 
ton would deny them that assurance. Instead, 
he suggests that the people be allowed to 
vote on this question only if some future Leg- 
islature by majority vote submits the matter to 
referendum. 

It is true that this is slightly better than the 
Arrington committee plan under which any fu- 
ture referendum would first have to muster a 
two-thirds vote in the Legislature. But the fair- 
est and most reasonable plan is to provide for a 
referendum now, without any future legislative 
action at all. The Chicago and Illinois Bar As- 
sociations have been supporting such a plan. It 
would provide for a vote in 1958 on court reor- 
ganization and a vote in 1960 on reform of the 
selection process. 

The one argument in favor of Gov, Stratton’s 
plan is that of expediency. It may be argued 
that the hostility of both Chicago and downstate 
politicians to any change in the judicial selec- 
tion process has already insured the defeat of 
the second part of the bar association plan, and 
that some such half-loaf as the Governor's is the 
best that can be salvaged. If this premise be 
accepted, then certainly the Governor's plan is 
preferable to the Arrington committee plan. But 
if principle rather than expediency is the test, 
the Governor's plan is a disappointment. 

Both parts of the bar association plan are es- 
sential, and it is also essential that the people 
should get a chance to vote on both. To permit 
a referendum on court reorganization but post- 
pone action on reform of the selection process 
is merely a way of saying that the voters cannot 
be trusted to make a wise decision on the cru- 
cial issue. That issue is whether judges should 
be elected on a partisan ballot, or appointed 
from professionally nominated panels and then 
subjected to periodic ratification at the polls. 

Whether the latter method of selection, simi- 
lar to Missouri's, is wise or unwise, surely the 
people of Illinois are entitled to make up their 
own minds. 
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Priority Program in the County 

The Missouri Supreme Court’s decision in the 
St. Louis county assessment case will affect the 
pocketbook of every taxpayer in the county. 

The court upheld the County Council's right 
to contract with a private firm of outside pro- 
fessionals for the long-awaited parcel-by-parcel 
reassessment—rather than having to rely on the 
efforts of a politically-elected Assessor. 

County officials themselves have admitted 
that the assessment rolls are shot through with 
inequities, and that a professional, nonpolitical 
revaluation,program is the only real corrective. 
Since the work is expected to take at least 30 
months, the sooner it is stérted the sooner 
every taxpayer will be carrying his fair share 
of the tax load. 

As matters stand now in the county, no tax- 
payer is really carrying his fair share. Those 
whose property is assessed at 30 per cent of 
true value—the standard set by the State Tax 
Cc ission—actually are paying more in taxes 
than they should because a great many house- 
holders and businesses are assessed at well 
under 30 per cent. 

When all taxpayers are leveled off at the 30 
per cent plateau, the county’s total tax base 
ought to undergo a perceptible swelling. How 
large it grows remains to be seen, but if things 
in the county are as bad as some local officials 


admit, then that growth ought to be substantial. 
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Mayflower II Makes Port 

We join all hands in a salute to Capt. Alan 
Villiers, his crew and their Mayflower II on 
making port at Provincetown, Mass., in 13 days 
less than it took the original Pilgrims to get 
over from England.

The Atomie Energy subcommittee in 
the old chamber has been hearing from 
the geneticists; these are the men who 
deal with heredity. And they are 
neither very complacent nor very di- 
vided about radioactive fallout; less so 
than the physicists or the biologists; 
and one of them, Muller of Indiana, 
told the committee that the bomb tests 
already held, have, in all probability, 
impaired—that is diseased, deformed 
or prematurely shortened—hundredsg of 
thousands or even millions of lives to 
come in future generations. 

The sheer weight of scientific testi- 
mony is getting too heavy for the pre- 
vious official position here to hold— 
the position that there is no reason for 
serious concern. When Mr. Adlai Ste- 
venson a year ago raised the alarm and 


proposed an American initiative, at an 
unknown risk to security for stopping 
the big bomb tests, the Administration 
denounced his attitude; it could not 
do so today; the climate of opinion has 
swung a long way in that direction. 

The area of scientific doubt about 
fallout effects, present and future, is 
still considerable. Atomic Commission 
officials used to occupy that breach 
by insisting that the pessimists prove 
their case; now their opponents are 
filling the breach, insisting that the 
optimists must prove their case; on the 
simple proposition that if the optimists 
turn out to be wrong, it will then be 
too late. 


No magic scientific finding is ex- 
pected to resolve the whole question 
neatly and finally; too little is known 
about other possible injurious sub- 
stances besides Strontium 90; too little 
is known about how the winds will con- 
centrate the fallout now in the strato- 
sphere upon the earth; too little can 
be forecast as to how many additional 
nations will be exploding how many 
additional bombs as time goes on. 

Therefore the decisions that must be 
made are not scientific decisions, they 
are political and moral, 

If we can get little new scientific in- 
formation now, we probably can have 
new military-security information, and 
this may help. Always, our atomic and 
military authorities have balanced the 
fallout risk in testing, against the mili- 
tary-security gain. But what is this gain?

Each Bombards the Other. 


Those who favor the quaran- 
tine policy would like to see 
the world divided into two 
closed systems. Then from be- 
hind the Iron Curtain each 
would bombard the other with 
propaganda, 

The other school holds that 
Russia and China, instead of 
being weakened, grow stronger 
in the long run insofar as they 
are quarantined. The real ef- 
fect of the trade restrictions 
and the embargoes has been 
equivalent to erecting around 
them an enormously high tariff 
wall which compels them to de- 
velop their own industries and 
to make themselves self-suffi- 
cient. 

This is costly, It may com- 
pe] them to move more slowly.

The rabbit season opened in 
Missouri May 30, and, accord- 
ing to early reports, there is a 
scarcity of young bunnies. Tor- 


rential rains during the spr 
rearing season have taken a 
heavy toll of the immature rab- 
bits. The mother builds @ shal- 
low “nest” and lines it with 
grass and fur, and fatalities run 
high if the surface water floods 
the home. High water in the 
river bottoms has taken a heavy 
toll of rabbits for the first time 
in five years. 

Many sportsmen ignore the 
season’s opening, as well as 
through the summer months, 
preferring to wait until winter 
when the chase is more reward- 
ing and the eating more tasty. 
Ten is the bag and possession 
limit. 

Squirrel season does not open 
until July 1. There was a good 
nut and acorn crop last fall and 
the bushytails were well fed 
through the winter months.

Many sportsmen are of 
the opinion that the squirrel 
population has increased since 


the regulation was placed in 
effect. 


Quail Outlook Bright. 


There is every indication that 
this fall’s quail population will 
in excess of last year’s— 
which was the best in the past 
five years. Coveys have broken 
up and nesting sites are being 
selected by Mr. and Mrs. Bob- 
white. This writer has seen 
more pairs of birds this spring 
than he has in the last 10 years. 
Vegetation is dense and the 
nests will be well hidden from 
the predators. 

The brood stock is mbre than 
sufficient to bring forth a large 
population of new birds this 
fall, If the excessive rdinfall 
should continue through the 
summer nesting and rearing 
season, however, there will be 
a ous loss of the young 
fledglings. Re-nesting, of course, 
will take place if the nest or 
entire brood is destroyed but 
June, July and August are the 
peak production months for 
quail and the weather can dras- 
tically curtail or make condi- 
tions ideal for a bumper crop

The dove sus started May 
20 and will ntinue through 
June, There are some 600 work- 
ers, most of them volunteers. 
State game departments of 44 
states co-operate with the Fish 
and Wildlife Service in this 
operation. These agencies utilize 
750 “call count routes” that are 
designated by the Service. Each 
route has *%) established sta- 
tions at which the calls of 
nesting doves are counted at 
specified morning hours. From 
this data on estimate of the 
year-to-year change is used in 
establishing annual dove hunt- 
ing regulations. 


. Large Dove Population. 


The mourning dove is rapidly 
becoming .America’s most popu- 
lar migratory bird. In 1956 an 
estimated 19,000,000 mourning 
doves were legally taken by 
huntsmen. Despite this heavy 
toll, analysis of census results 
during the last five years indi- 
cates that the nationwide dove 
population is being maintained 
at a satisfactorily high level. 
Service biologists believe that 
there may be more mourning 
doves on the continent now than 
at any other time in history. 
The mourning dove is found in 
every state in the Union. In 
30 states the dove is rated as 
a game bird but in the others 
it is not hunted. 

The waterfowl! survey started 
May 1 and will continue into 
August. The first phase of 
the project was the breeding 
ground survey to estimate the 
numbers of pairs of breeding 
ducks which have survived the 
perils of the past year. Nest- 
ing success, or the hatch, will 
begin early in July. The pur- 
pose of this survey is to esti- 
mate the number of young birds 
which will become part of the 
flocks that will head southward 
this fall. About 30,000 geese 
and ducks will be banded dur- 
ing July and August. The pur- 
pose of this operation is to de- 
termine the distribution of the 
birds from the nesting grounds, 
an important factor in estimat- 
ing the probable density of the

The 500, when attacked by 
the forces of caution, defends 
itself with the fact that most 
automotive advances were 
pioneered in the dirt and noise 
and occasional deaths of its 
track. Salih’s car and its lie- 
down engine are such a thing.

ROME. 

OR a long time I have wanted to go into the li- 

brary and archives of the Vatican, the greatest re- 

pository of man’s past, his folly and his knowledge 
now in existence in the wofld. I want to look in the 
Vatican for some ex- 
act information about 
an incident in the 
fifteenth century. 
ge The information I 

» want does not exist 
i anywhere else in the 
| world, for I have 
scouted for it. But it 
is just possible that 
it. may be here in 
Rome. If it isn't 
© here, it isn’t any 
place. I need the in- 
formation for some 
— work I have been do- 
ing for some time, 
shameful work that 
has to do with pure 
scholarship and won't 
make a dime. 

So 1 went to the 
Vatican Library. I 
had Jetters from a 
number of scholars as well as from the United States 
Government addressed to the Reverend Father who is 
the custodian of the library. 

After it was clearly established that I was not 
just idly curious, because this is a very busy place, 
the people in charge were extremely cordial and help- 
ful and offered me any co-operation they could. What 
they could offer is a scholar’s heaven. They took me 
on a tour of the library and the archives. It is acres 
in size and in Buildings ancient beyond belief with 
arched and groined ceilings, some of them covered 
densely with paintings from the time of the Renais- 
sance and before.

* the researchers for that day. There were over 1200 of

the world, I placed my name in the book for that day 
and I was No. 1294. That will give you an idea of the 
quiet and consistent industry. '

On Making 
Meringues 

By Edith M. Barber 


OTHING appeals more for 
N: party dessert than ice 

cream with meringues. We 
are always glad to find a bak- 
ery that makes these and we 
have only one criticism. They 
are always so hard— as they 
must be to hold up the shop— 
that we are likely to chase them 
all over the place when we eat 
them with the cream. 

So, once in a while, when I 
have the time, I make my own 
meringues. I am usually moved 
to do this when I have used egg 
yolks in a Hollandaise sauce 
and so have on hand the whites, 
with which I sometimes make 
a double boiler souffle of mer- 
ingues. There are many reci- 
pes for the preparation of these 
that differ slightly. 

My own favorite is, naturally, 
from my own cookbook, and is 
particularly successful when the 
final product is to be offered 


with ice cream or whipped 
cream, or with fresh straw- 
berries. 


The trick is to beat the egg 
whites until they.stand up in 
peaks, and then to beat in grad- 
ually half of the sugar. The 
remaining sugar is merely 
folded into the mixture. This is 
then dropped by large table- 
spoonfuls on a buttered baking 
sheet. This is essential if you 
are using an aluminum pan. 
With well-tempered tin sheets, 
the greasing may be omitted. 

Many recipes call for baking 
meringues on paper, but this is 
unnecessary if you use the 
above directions. A slow oven 
(275 degrees F.) should be used, 
and it will take at least 45 min- 
utes even when the meringues 
are to be kept soft in the in- 
terior. Usually they can be re- 
moved easily with a flat spatula, 
but if you have any difficulty, 
dip the spatula into hot water 
before using. 

Meringues. 

Three egg whites, three- 
fourths cup sugar, dash of salt, 
one-half teaspoon vanilla ex- 
tract. 

Beat the egg whites until 
stiff and dry. Beat in gradually 
one-half cup sugar and the salt. 
Fold in remaining sugar and 
vanilla extract. Drop mer- 
ingues by tablespoonfuls on 
greased baking sheet, piling 
mixture high in center. Bake 
in slow oven (275 degrees F.) 
about 40 to 45 minutes, until 
meringues are dry on the sur- 
face and will slip off the sheet 
easily. Remove from _ sheet 
with flat spatula. (Dip spatula 
in hot water, if necessary.) 
Serve with ice cream. “Yield: 
Eight medium meringues. 


Meringue Kisses.

Exercise 
To Relieve 
Tensions

FTEN when we need exer- 
0 cise most we feel less like 
it, The fatigue most of us 
experience comes from nervous 
tensions rather than physical 
labor. Much of it is abetted by 
lack of physical exercise. 
Practically any exercise you 
take will be beneficial if it is 
not too strenuous for you. You 
will feel refreshed and relaxed 
to an amazing degree once you 
push yourself on to self-exer- 
tion.
